To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hexham  Urban 

District  Council:  — 

GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Deport  for  the  full 
year  ending  31st  December,  1935.  This  report  contains  the 
particulars  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1492, 
dated  18th  October,  1935. 

Before  proceeding  to  set  out  the  various  tables  of  Vital 
Statistics,  I  wish  to  give  a  brief  outline  on  conditions  generally 
in  the  Urban  District.  Whh  regard  to  Municipal  Activities  and 
Amenities,  Hexham  is  well  provided  and  compares  favourably 
with  any  town  of  its  size  with  which  I  am  acquainted.  It  is 
picturesque  in  its  situation,  has  an  excellent  and  abundant 
water  supply,  a  good  sewage  system  and  clean  and  well-cared  for 
streets  and  roads.  Its  parks  and  open  spaces  are,  for  a  town  of 
this  size,  extensive  and  well-cared  for.  There  is  also  a  Municipal 
Bowling  Green  and  Golf  Course.  There  is,  however,  another  side 
to  the  picture.  Like  all  towns  of  an  ancient  character,  it  has  a 
great  quantity  of  old  and  dilapidated  property,  lacking  in  the 
amenities  which  the  trend  of  modern  progress  requires.  These 
include  individual  houses  which,  though  not  forming  Slum  Areas, 
which  we  have  already  dealt  with,  are  so  dilapidated  as  to  call 
for  demolition,  and  many  more  which  call  for  considerable  outlay 
to  bring  them  within  measurable  distance  of  the  standard  called 
for  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In  addition,  there  is  much  tene- 
mentation  over  shops  and  business  premises,  which  will  have  to 
be  dealt  with  under  the  1930  Housing  Act.  This  will  fall  heavily 
on  a  town  of  this  size,  but  will  have  to  be  faced.  Overcrowding 
also  exists  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  year,  however,  has  been  one  of  considerable  progress. 
Of  the  sixteen  Clearance  Areas  made,  one-half  were  confirmed  by 
the  Ministry  last  year,  and  houses  have  been  built  to  accommo¬ 
date  displaced  tenants.  The  second  half  of  our  Clearance  Areas 
was  dealt  with  this  year  and  also  some  of  the  individual  houses 
listed  for  demolition.  The  tenemented  property  over  shops  and 
business  property,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  dealt  with  shortly  under 
Partial  Closing  Orders. 


The  year  under  review  was  chiefly  remarkable  for  the 
continuation  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  outbreak  mentioned  last  year. 
The  disease  continued  to  be  of  a  mild  type,  but  there  was  one 
death.  The  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  also  much  above  normal, 
20  cases  being  notified.  Two  deaths  from  this  cause  were 


recorded  during  the  year. 

The  question  of  the  great  increase  in  infectious  disease, 
notably  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Measles,  is  a  disquieting 
one  for  all  Sanitary  Authorities.  Four  contributory  causes 
appear  to  be  behind  this:  — 

(1)  — The  greatly  increased  travel  facilities  now  prevailing. 

(2)  — The  great  increase  in  places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

(3)  — The  mildness  of  the  types  of  the  different  diseases, 

resulting  in  many  sufferers  not  being  seen  by  medical 
men  and  consequently  not  reported  or  isolated. 

(4)  — The  large  proportion  of  the  juvenile  population  without 

immunity.  This  is  due  to  the  few  cases  occurring 
during  the  seven  previous  years. 

This  last  factor  has  always  been  recognised  by  Health 
Authorities,  and  increased  incidence  of  infectious  disease  on  this 
account  was  foreseen,  but  that  it  should  assume  such  propor¬ 
tions  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  three  previous  reasons. 

We  are  still  without  our  Joint  Hospital  and  negotiations  for 
this  purpose  have  been  very  slow,  but  are  now  under  way  and 
should  soon  result  in  a  scheme  which  will  provide  the  desired 
accommodation . 

We  are  also  still  without  a  fully  provided  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Service,  but  we  are  in  communication  with  the 
County  Authorities,  with  a  view  to  coming  into  the  County 
Scheme. 

You  will  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Pate,  thougln  lower 
than  last  year,  is  again  very  high.  There  is  no  doubt  that  bad 
Housing  Conditions  are  a  decided  contributorv  factor  in  such  a 
condition  of  affairs  and  I  have  great  hope  that  when  this  is 
amended  we  may  attain  a  permanently  much  lower  figure. 

During  the  year  under  review  a  scheme,  providing  free 
immunisation  to  all  children  in  the  district  against  Diphtheria, 
was  put  in  operation.  So  far  300  children  have  been  treated. 

The  supply  of  cheap  milk  to  the  elementary  schools  has  had 
a  very  noticeable  effect  on  the  standard  of  nutrition  amongst  the 
scholars.  Unfortunately,  those  who  most  require  it  in  many 
cases  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered.  In  the  worst 
cases  these  are  given  milk  free.

review  was  10,  against  six  last  year.  I  emphasise  that  our  high 
figures  are  largely  due  to  the  housing  conditions.  Until  these  are 
satisfactorily  improved,  you  cannot  expect  to  have  other  than  a 
large  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate.  What  you  have  done  is  already 
showing  results  in  your  General  Death  Rate  and  your  Infantile 
Death  Rate,  and  to  some  extent  in  Tuberculosis,  but  a  steady 
progression  along  the  lines  of  the  last  few  years  must  continue. 
It  is  comparatively  useless  to  send  a  sufferer  to  a  Sanatorium 
and  then  bring  him  back  to  the  insanitary  and  over-crowded 
conditions  from  which  he  was  taken.  The  patient  relapses  and 
is  likewise  a  source  of  infection  to  those  living  with  him  under 
such  conditions.  It  lias  been  suggested  that  a  proportion  of  new 
houses  should  be  specially  allocated  to  such  cases.  There  is  much

to  be  said  for  this  policy,  but  in  a  town  the  size  of  Hexham  ther^^ 
are  obvious  drawbacks  to  this  scheme.  But  not  adopting  i^F 
renders  it  still  more  important  that  there  should  be  no  cessation 
or  slowing  down  in  your  housing  scheme. 


General. — The  total  of  the  chief  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  shows  an  increase  from  the  previous  year,  being  99 
against  77.

C.— TUBERCULOSIS. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  Wooley  Sanatorium  and 
are  under  the  auspices  of  the  N.C.C.  A  few  beds  are  at  their 
disposal  at  Dene  Street  House  Hospital  when  necessary. 

Twenty  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified  during  the 
year.  Of  these,  14  were  Pulmonary  and  6  Non-Pulmonary. 

Ten  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  have  occurred.  Of  these,  5 
were  Pulmonary  and  5  Non-Pulmonary.  Ten  deaths  give  a 
Death  Rate  of  1.1  per  thousand  living.

GENTLEMEN, 

During  the  year,  the  re-surfacing  and  repairs  to  many  roads 
in  the  area  were  carried  out. 

1,688  visits  were  made  to  various  premises  in  the  district, 
the  outcome  of  which  was  the  finding  of  161  nuisances,  all  of 
which  were  remedied,  or  have  since  received  attention. 

Seventy-two  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year 
by  private  enterprise. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  was  well  maintained 
during  the  year,  there  being  an  ample  supply  of  pure  spring  water 
to  the  whole  of  the  town. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  system  of  sewage  and  drainage  has 
been  well  maintained. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops. — I  give  below  the 
number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,

Slaughter  Houses. — The  Public  Slaughter  Houses  are  in 
good  condition,  and  the  killing  and  preparing  is  carried  out  under 
proper  humane  and  hygienic  conditions. 

Workshops. — There  are  72  Workshops  on  the  register  and 
they,  generally,  have  been  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Bakehouses. — Twelve  are  registered  and  the  condition  of 
these  houses  is,  generally,  good. 

House  Refuse. — The  house  refuse  has  been  collected  daily 
by  the  Council’s  employees  and,  as  the  area  of  collection  is 
increasing,  the  Council  are  considering  this  question  very  care¬ 
fully,  both  as  to  the  number  of  collections  which  should  be  made, 
and  for  making  improvements  in  its  disposal. 

Pleasure  Grounds. — Pleasure  Grounds  have  received  con¬ 
siderable  attention  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. — All  premises  in  which 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  occurred  have  been  disinfected.
